Deposit of Tale. 
Important Mineral Discovery in 
Hastings County. 


A report has reached the Bureau of 
Mines of an important discovery of a 
superior quality of tale, or silicate of 
magnesia, one mile southeast of Madoc, 
in Hastings County. ‘The ore was 
found by Mr. Jas. B. Harrison, of 
Bridgewater, a prospector, who has 
since sub-let the mine to Mr. A. A. 
Robbins, of New York. Mr. Robbins 
has already sent down two hundred 
tons of it to Newark, New Jersey, to be 
refined, where it has met with favor, 
and competed successfully with the 
French article. Mr, Robbinsis reported 
to be negotiating with one of the largest 
manufacturers of it in the United States, 
with a view to the establishment of a 
refining plant at Oswego, the ore to be 
shipped by rail to Belleville, thence by 
water to the refinery. Mr. Robbins 
proposes to work the mine extensively, 
and is preparing a Jarge plant. He ex- 
pects to require about 8,000 tons of it 
this year, 

The vein is 18 feet wide, and Prof. 
Miller of Kingston Mining School, and 
other experts who have visited the de- 
posit ave reported to have regarded the 
quantity as unlimited. 

Tale is an important article of com- 
merce, and is used in the manufacture 
of paper, of cosmetics and crayons, and 
also as a lubricant. There is no doubt 
but the existence of such a large body 
of tale in this country could be made to 
bear an important relation to the pulp 
and paper industries of Ontario. The 
proposal to erect a refining plant in New 
York State is one that is regretted, and 
a feature that deserves the attention of 
Ontario capitalists. ‘The reason for the 
selection of Oswego is no doubt the ex- 
istence of the largest talc deposits in the 
United States at Gouverneur, near that 
city.

Pickling with muriatic acid and 
salt, to produce a good coating of ver- 
digris, would complete the job. Some- 
times these “antiques” would be pur- 
posely broken and would be clumsily 
mended with solder or with pure tin if 
the piece was to pass for a very an- 
cient one. Chiseled metal was repro- 
duced by casting and “dubbing” over 
with the hammer, then pickling, an- 
nealing and bending. In such ways 
helmets, copper and brass castings for 
antique furniture and the like were 
made.—Art Amateur.

Built on the summit of a rocky hill, 
it is protected on the south by a citadel 
with eight bastions, while on the north 
stand forth its towers, hospice, the 
stern profiled cathedral and the dark 
walls of the ancient ramparts which 
stretch away from a Roman-Gallie tri- 
umphal arch.

Sapphires Not All Blue, 

“It Is commonly believed that the 
sapphire is known only as a gem of a 
rich velvety blue in color,” observed an 
experienced dealer in precious stones 
to the writer the other day.

Table Mountain Ropewsy-. 

The ropeway located at Table moun- 
tain, in South Africa, {s an important 
example of a line 5,280 feet long. It 
consists of a single fixed rope, on 
which one carriage is drawn to and 
fro with an endless hauling rope, the 
driving gear haying reversing motion 
so that the direction of trayel of the 
carrier can be controlled. Commenc- 
ing at sea level and following the 
ground on posts spaced about 800 feet 
apart, the cable takes span of 1,500 
feet, rising to a projecting rock some 
1,480 feet above the starting point. 
Resting on a support at this point, the 
cable again takes a span of 1,400 feet 
to an upper terminal 2,200 feet above 
the lower one. This ropeway has work- 
ed so satisfactorily that it is not only 
used for the earringe ‘of materials em- 
ployed in the construction of a reser: 
voir, but is at times used for passen- 
gers.—Dngineering Magazine.

Moving To Canada. 


Michigan Lumbermen Purchasing 
Ontario Outfits. 


Lansing, Mich., April 9.—Michigan 
men who formerly operated extensive- 
ly in lumber in this state, will this year 
contribute largely to the extensive out- 
put of the Georgian Bay District in On- 
tario. ‘The reasons for this are the wan- 
ing of the pine timber interests of Mich- 
igan, the marked boom in lumber in 
American markets last year and the act 
of the Ontario Legislature of 1898, which 


proyince. Last fall the W. & A, Me- 
Arthur Company, of Cheboygan pur- 
chased the McKinnon and Walsh mill 
at Little Current, Ont., and a large 
force of men are at work fitting up the 
plant, which has been idle for seven 
years. It will have a capacity of 120,- 
000 feet daily, and the company has put 
in twenty million feet of logs to be 
manufactured during the coming sum- 
mer. ‘The Moulthorp Lumber Company 
of Bay City, has purchased the Moiles 
mill, on John’s Island, in Georgian 
Bay, and will cut about fifteen million 
feet of lumber during the summer. The 
plant of the Minor Lumber Company, 
at Alpena, Mich., has been purchased 
by Edmund Hall, of Detroit, and the 
mill will be taken to Spanish River, 
Ont. It is estimated that this mill will 
cut ten million feet this year. Mr. 
Hall’s company will also erect a mill at 
Sarnia, Ont., which will have a capa- 
city for twenty million feet. New mills 
are being built at Midland, Ont., and 
all the mills there will be operated day 
and night and throughout the entire 
Canadian timber districts the operations 
will be extensive,

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A Mile a Minute Down the Alps. 
“Phe spot in the Swiss Alps that at- 
tracts the winter sportsmen of Burope 
is the Cresta run, at St. Moritz, which 
is just one mile in length. The tobog- 
ganing season here begins about the 
middle of November, when the first 
snow falls. The condition of the run 
is not left to chance, but the slide is 
prepared under the direetion of a.com- 
mittee. Swiss toboggans in contrast to 
the Canadian ones, made entirely of 
wood, are raised on runners shod with 
iron or steel. The expert rider lies 
prone upon the toboggan, head fore- 
most, both hands grasping the frame- 
work at the sides and both feet em- 
ployed in steering. Iron spilxes are se- 
cured to the toes of the boots, and by 
trailing one or the other foot along 
the ground the big sled may be guided. 
But as this fashion of steering tends 
‘to diminish the speed the most skilled 
riders use the feet as little as possible 
and depend upon shifting the position. 
Though the Cresta run is a mile in 
length, the whole distance may be coy- 
ered in 70 seconds. At the steepest 
point a mile a minute is made.

A man may be a brilliant historian of 
the past, yet may be greatly mistaken 
as a prophet of the future. Professor 
‘Goldwin Smith, writing’ from Sicily, 
affirms that the Transvaal war has 
driven the last nail into the coffin of 
Imperial Federation; that the British 
colonies, alarmed at the peril, will not 
be entangled with the difficulties of a 
menaced empire.

The strokes 
of the pectorals are lazily given, and 
the fish glides on after a stroke till its 
impetus is exhausted, when another 
stroke {s delivered. ‘The fishes fre- 
quently roll slightly from side to side 
at the exhaustion of the result of 2 
stroke. When swimming rapidly, the 
pectorals are folded to the sides, and 
their locomotion is then similar to that 
of salamander—by the motion of the 
tail. 
They readily adjust themselves to 
different depths and are usually per- 
fect philosophers, quiet, dignified, un- 
concerned and imperturbed, entirely 
different from such eyed species as 
minnows and sunfishes, which are 
sometimes found in eayes and which 
are much more readily disturbed by 
any motion in the water, making it al- 
most Impossible to capture them when 
found in the cayes.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

Practical Education. 


Hon. My. Harcourt, Minister of [d- 
ucation, in speaking to the Educational 
Association last week, referred to the 
new conditions which confront the ed- 
ucational system, and the teachers of 
to-day. ‘The system of teaching must 
become more practical, he said; it 
must bridge over the chasm between the 
school room and actual life, Technical 
education and manual training, recent- 
ly taken up by the old world countries, 
would have to be adopted here. 

Regarding teachers’ rogulations, he 
said he was in favor of reducing the 
number of model schools in the pro- 
vince, and of lengthening the term of 
attendance required. Salaries, the Gov- 
ernment could not directly increase ; 
economic facts governed them. The 
province has spent $1,100,000 in super- 
annuation allowances, and this would 
be continued. 

Examinations should be changed 
somewhat to allow the day-by-day 
work of the pupil to be taken into ac- 
count. The age limit for teachers 
should be raised by a year at once and 
perhaps more later.

The Madoc Review of last week has 
the following report of a Magistrate’s 
court:—'' A sad case was brought be- 


fore A. ', Wood, J.P. on Tuesday and 
adjudicated upon by himself and Jas. 
O'Hara, J.P., the case requiring two 
magistrates under the criminal code of 
Canada. For the last three years or 
more, a party by name of Charles Chard 
has been living a lonely life in a shanty 
on an unclaimed farm in the tenth con- 
cession of Huntingdon where it joins 
Rawdon. It appears he had some cat- 
tle put out on shares and, contrary to 
the wishes of his people, took them from 
time to time as they became due to this 
place. Last summer he had a herd of 
eight or ten head and some pigs. From 
the statements of the neighbors he has 
not been right in his mind for a couple 
of years and growing worse. A com- 
plaint was made against him last winter 
for cruelty to animals, several having 
died from starvation. The cattle left 
were taken from him and sold. The 
complaint now tried was for vagrancy. 
He had been living on the flesh of an 
animal that had died in January from 
poverty and freezing and the ‘‘den” 
was filthy beyond description. While 
apparently sensible on some points, he 
is demented on others. He was sent to 
jail for three months under the Vagran- 
cy Act, and the county crown attorney 
has been communicated with to have 
him examined for lunacy.”
